They   know,  as  every    intelligent  thinker 
must  know,   that  the  first  men  who  replace 
their  slaves  with  free  and*  well-paid  laborers 
will  not  only  escape  the  losses  and  vexations 
which  must  eventually  come,  but  llicy  will 
be  in  a  position  to  reap  profit  from  tlie  very 
embarrassments  of    their    less  progressive 
neighbors.     The   beginning    of.  this    new 
year,     therefore,    is    the    most    opportune 
moment  that   will  ever  be   known  in    this 
country's  history  for  a  resolution  to  at  once 
free  the  slave  and  replace  him  with  a  free, 
paid  laborer.

The  beginning  of  a  new  year  is  generally 
considered  an  appropriate   lime  for  turning 
over  new  leaves  and    forming  new  resolu- 
tions.    It  may  not  be  amiss,   therefore,  if 
we  advise  the  Brazilian  slaveholder  to  begin 
the    new    year   in   so   just   and    proper    a 
manner,      lie  has  been  a  condemned  man 
before  the   bar  ol  modern    civilization  lot 
many  years,    and   the    sentence  of  that  civ- 
ilization,   more    enlightened   and   humane 
than    its  predecessors,    is  being    slowly  but 
irresistibly    enforced   against    him.     There 
now  remain  but  two  or  three  years,  at  best, 
in  which  lie  may  in  some  measure  satisfy  the 
demands  of  this  civilization  voluntarily,  and 
the  quicker  that  is  done  the  belter  will  bis 
record  be.      He  will  never  be  able  to  estab- 
lish a  character  for  humanity  and  just  inten- 
tions,   for   lie  has  held  on   to  the  barbarous 
institution    of   slavery    too    long,    and    has 
resisted   the  effort  to  break  flic  chains   of 
human  slavery  loo  vigorously  to  enable  him 
to  now  pose  as  a  philanthropist.     We  shall 
not,   therefore,    appeal   to    him   on   moral 
grounds,   nor    promise   him    any    rewards 
beyond  the  material  ones  which  have  thus 
far  famished  the  ruling  motives  of  his  Hie. 
ll  is  not  altogether  Haltering  to  ourselves  to 
admit  that  while  we  abolitionists  have  been 
urging   the  substitution   of  free   labor  for 
slave  labor  on  economic  grounds,  no  planter 
bus  paid   the    slightest    attention    to    our 
argument.      He  has  considered   us   as  the- 
orists  visionaries  and  agitators.     As  soon, 
however,   as   a   few  prominent  planters  try 
the  experiment  and  announce  their  adhesion 
to  the  free  labor   parly,   scores  of  others  at 
once  follow  their  leatl  and  begin    to  make 
tlie    transformation.     The    purely    selfish 
motive  of  personal  advantage  is  clearly  the 
only  one  which  has  a  deciding  influence  in 
\      the  question,  and  it  is  this  one  alone  which 
we  would  hold  up  as  an  inducement  for  the 
immediate  emancipation  of  slaves.     Periods 
of  transformation   are   always    critical,   ami 
the  sooner  they  are  brought  to  an  end  the 
better  il  must  surely  be  lor  all  the  parties 
interested.     The  great  objection  to  gradual 
emancipation-aside   from   its  injustice— is 
the  prolongation  of  lids  unavoidable  crisis, 
and  the   incurring  of  many    incidental  and 
secondary    losses    which   would    never    be 
known    finder     immediate     emancipation. 
Certain    losses    and    difficulties     must    be 
experienced,  and  it  is  clear  that  the  quicker 
■  they  arc  met  and  settled  the  earlier  will  the 
planter  be  ready  to   make   use    of  all    the 
advantages    which     the    new    regime   may 
offer.     Slavery  must  go;   that  is  decided  I 
The  most  intelligent   planters  of  SSo  Paulo 
are  recognizing  Ibis  fad,    and  they  are  also 


The  latter    half  or  the  year  just  past  has 
been  a  period  of  complaints  for  all  interested 
in  the  coffee  trade.     The  representatives  of 
the  planters  have  been  complaining  that  the 
exporters  were  unduly  depressing  the  mar- 
ket; these  complained  of  the  stubbornness  of 
holders  in  refusing    to  accept  the  position 
and  pointed-  out  tlie  great  decrease  in  con- 
sumption as  proved  by  stocks  abroad;  the 
brokers  generally  complained  that  no  bus- 
iness doing  was  ruining    them  and  finally 
some  of  our  speculators  are  known  to  have 
been  losers  to  such  an  extent  that  We  have 
heard  if  confidently  (Stated   that  all,    and 
more,  ot  the   profits  made    in   speculation 
abroad  by  Rio,   has  been    lost.    July   Was 
extremely  quiet  and   only  on  the  19th  did 
brokers  give  quotations,  viz.,   Ordinary  rst 
at    13JS500  per  arroba,  with   exchange  at 
2?7a,  which  were  again  withdrawn  on  the 
25th.    The  total  shipments   in  July  were 
only  some  13,000  bags,  an  unprecedented 
feature   in    file    Rio    coil'cc    trade..     Prices 
continued  nominal  up  to  August  nth  when 
Ordinary    1st   was    quoted   at    n$500    per 
arroba  and  exchange   22)4.     This  decline 
produced  some  demand,  which  was  almost 
immediately  checked  by  holders,  who  ad- 
vanced their  ideas,  and  the  total  shipments 
on  August  were  only  70,000  bags.     Tims 
in    two    months    the   total   shipments  were 
only    83,000  bags,    a    ridiculously    small 
amount,  anil  a  cl&ir  proof  that  consuming 
markets  were  strongly  resisting  the  prenfen- 
sions  of  Brazil.     On  September  17th  quota- 
tions were  reduced  to  ujfSoofor  Ordinary 
first,    with    exchange  at    22^,    and    these 
continued  to  the  end  of  the  month.     Tlie 
September  shipments   were   111,500  bags. 
On  October  Sth   there    was  a  further  reduc- 
tion   of  200  re.     Iter  arroba   on    Coffee    aiitl 
exchange    was  unchanged;    some    business 
ensued,    but  the  demand  slackened  and  on 
October  281b  Ordinary  first  was  tptofed  at 
1  4050  and  exchange  at  2  2  76.     The  ship- 
ments in  October  were  216, 120  bags,     [On 
November  3rd   another    decline  of   20a  rs. 
was  quoted,    with    exchange    unchanged, 
which  was    followed  on    the   loth   by   yet 
another   and   Ordinary    1st    was   quoted   at 
10(450,  with  exchange  only  slightly  higher. 
A  considerable  business  was  done,  but  news 
from  the  United  Slates  checked  the  demand 
and    again    on    December    1st    prices  were 
quoted  lower,  viz.,  i)$S5o  for  Ordinary  first, 
with  exchange,  however,  quoted  at  23  if  id. 
This  last  quotation  was  changed  to  103J150 
on  the  3rd.     The  shipments  in  November 
209,461    bass,     with    a   considerable 
quantity  sold  and  carried  over  for  Decen  her. 
A  further  advance  of  200  rs.    per  arroba  was  ( 
quoted  on  December    121I1,    and  exchange 
also  advanced   to  23  5/16-     "'1   December

been  about  4$Q00  per  arroba,   a  loss   so 
serious  that  considerable   distrust   is   man- 
ifest, and  lias  bften,  unfortunately,  too  well 
justified  in  some  cases.-'  From   our  rajid 
summary  it  is  clear  that  nothing  but  com- 
plaints could  arise,  although  ga  are  inform- 
ed that  some  of  our  coffee '  brokers   have 
done  fiir  from  Mb'  through  re-sales  as  the 
market  fluctuated.     Our  usual  tables  will 
give  the  details  for  the  calendar. year.  .  As* 
to    the    present    crop     we    "have    received 
estimates   that   there    remains   up    country 
from  1,000,000  to   1,250,000  bags,  and  as 
receipts    are    now    certainly    showing    an 
increase,    we    consider    the    estimates    as 
correct.     Estimates  are  furnished  us  of  the 
1888-S9  crops,  and  these  vary  from  4,5°°." 
000   to   6,000,000    Q)  bags    for    Rio    and 
2,75o,ct»   to  3,500,000   bags    for  Santos; 
opinions  that  weconsider  reliable  fix  the  first 
at  5,000,000  bags  and  the  latter  at  3,000,000 
bags.     This    is   a   very   large   supply,    ami 
must  mean  low  prices  in  consuming  markets. 
As    is   usual    there   are    many    reports    of 
drouth,  etc.,  front  the   interior,   but    they 
come    from    suspected    quarters;    capital   is 


also  being  made  of  the  emancipation  move- 
ement  in  S.  Paulo,  ft  seems  certain  that 
the  number  of  slaves  will  be  much  reduced, 
but  the  flow  of  immigration  to  the  province 
is  satisfactorily  increasing,  and  we  do  not 
suppose  thai  there  is  any  particular  reason 
why  a  colonist,  or  immigrant,  should  not 
gather  coffee  as  well,  if  not  better,  than  a 
slave.  The  past  year  has  furnished  some 
strong  lessons  to  Brazil  relative  to  its  coffee 
crop;  let  all  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
country  hope  they  will  prove  to  be  salulary. 


THE  PAST  YEAR. 
The   year    18S7    lias  been  an  unusually* 
eventful   one.     it  lias  witnessed  important 
changes  in    the  current  political  history  of 
the  country,    renewed   and  successful   at- 
tempts   to    hasten    the    great    social    and 
economic  revolution  involved  in  the  aboli- 
tion of  slavery,  an  exceptionally  short  coffee 
crop,    and    serious    disasters    in    business. 
These  recent  years  will   probably   be  here- 
after known  as  a    great    crisis  in  Brazilian 
history;   but  whether  as  the   turning  point 
to    an    era   of  new  national  prosperity,  or 
tlie  beginning  of  the  death  struggle,  no  one 
can   now  affirm,     ll  may  be  saitl  that  tlie 
issue    between    the    reactionary,    non-pro- 
gressive   elements    of  colonial    and    slave- 
holding    Brazil    on  die  one   side,   ami   tlie 
liberal,  progressive  spirits  ol  a  more  modern 
and    more   enlightened   civilization,  on   the 
other,    has  now  been  fairly  joined!     If  the 
former    wins   the  day,  the  result  can  not  be 
otherwise    than   fatal    to  Brazilian  progress; 
ii   tlie   latter    wins,    however,    the    way    is 
opened  for  a  new  industrial  and  commercial 
life,   for  liberal   ideas  and   aspirations,  ami 
for  such  a  revision    and  reformation  of  the 
political    institutions   of  the  country  as  will 
place  her  fairly  on  tlie  high  road  to  a  pros- 
perous and  happy  future. 

Among  the   more  serious  happenings  of 
the  year,  that   of  the  Emperor's  illness  and. 
slow    recovery    has   occupied   a   very   large 
part    of    public    attention    and    solicitude. 
His    Majesty    fell   ill    on    the   morning   of 
February  128th    with    what    his   physicians 
called  congestion  of  the  liver  and  fever.     A 
partial  cure  was  effected,  but  on   April   2nd 
chills    and    fever    made    their  appearance, 
which  continued  for  many  weeks  with  more 
or  less  regularity;     He  was  first  removed  to 
Aguas  plaras   on   April   utli,  then  to  the 
S.   Clufstovao  palace   in   this  city  on  April 
271I1,    and    then    to    Tijuca   on    May    1st. 
Substantial    gains   in    health   and   strength 
were  iccured    at    this   place,  but  the  slow 
progress  made    rendered  it  advisable   that  a 
nip  li>  Europe  for  rest  and  treatment  should 
be    iaken.      The    Princess    Imperial    and 
family,  then  absent  in  Europe,  were  recalled 
and'arrived  in  this  city  on  June  7th,  on  the 


■ibth   the  necessary   leave  of  absence   was 
asked   from  (lie  General  Assembly,  and  on 
June    30th    the    Emperor     and,    Empress  - 
embarked  on   the  French  packet  Gironde 
for    Lisbon.     The   ensuing  reports    of  his 
health   have  been  contradictory   and    un- 
satisfactory,     ft  was  generally  known  that    " 
His  Majesty's  mind  was  also  affected,  but 
this  lias  been  officially  concealed  and  disput- 
ed.    At  the  end  of-  the  year  the  Emperor 
and  Empress'  were  spending  the  winter  in 
the  south  qf  France,   and  *His  Majesty's 
health    was    reported    to   be   very   greatly 
improved..  , 

The  administration  of  public  affairs  dur-    • 
ing   the  year  has'Vemained  in  the  hands  of 
the  cabinet  presided  over  by 'Barao  de  Cote- 
gipc,  though  several  changes  have  occurred' 
in   its  composition.     The  confHct  between*', 
the  government  and  certain  military  officers, 
over  an  assutnedt  right  of  officers  to  publish 
articles    in    the   newspapers    at  willy  which 
arose  in    1886,   culminated   in  the  forced 
resignation   of  the  minister  of  war,  Alfredo 
Chaves,    on   February  12th.     Theiqu'estion 
was  finally  settled  by  a  withdrawal  of  the 
government,  leaving' the  officers  masters  of 
the  situation.  On  May  loth  a  reorganization 
of  the  cabinet  wa's  effected    by  the  resigna- 
tion  ol  Antonio   Prado,   minister    of   agri- 
culture, who  had  been  elected  senator,  the.; 
transfer  of  Ribeiio  da  Luz  from  the  depart-, 
ment   of  justice    to    that   of   war,    and    of 
McDowell   from  tlie  .department  oi  marine 
to   thai  of  justice,' and 'the  appointment  of 
two   hew„  members,  ,  viz. :  Rodrigo  da  Silv'a 
as  minister  of  agriculture  and  Castriolo  as 
minister'  of    marine.       €>n    July  20th- the 
minister  of  empire,  Barao  de'  Mamorfi,  was 
compelled    to.  resign  through  a  controversy 
with  his  own  political  friends,  and  Manoel 
Pattella  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy.     In 
the  .ensuing  confirmatory    election  in  Per- 
nambuco,    Pqrtella    was    defeated    by    his 
former    opponent,  Joaquim    Nabuco,    the 
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well-known  abolition  leader,  and  thus  lost 
both  seat  and  portfolio.  Tlie  vacancy  has 
not  yet  been  filled.  The  ministry  has  never 
been  a  popular  otle,  but  its  political 
Strength  in  tlie  Chamber  and  its  indifference 
to  criticism  and  defeat  in  the  Senate,  has 
enabled  il  to  retain  its  place.  It  is  strongly 
reactionary  in  temper  and  sentiment,  and  is 
bitterly  opposed  to  all  the  measures  advocat- 
ed by  the  younger  and  more  advanced  men 
of  the  cminlry. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  legislative  act  or 
June  20th,  granting  license  to  the  Emperor 
to  go  abroad,  tlie  Princess  Imperial  was  cons- 
tituted Regent  during  his  absence.  She 
entered  upon  the  discharge  ot  her  official 
duties  immediately  upon  the  Emperor's 
departure,  and  lias  since  filled  that  high 
position  with  great  credit  to  herself  and  to 
the  apparent  satisfaction  of  her  subjects. 
At  the  outset,  the  resignation  of  the  cabinet 
w-as  placed  in  her  hands,  but  Premier 
Cotegipe  was  requested  to  remain  in  power 
as  before,  and  has  done  so. 

The  regular  sessions  of  tlie  General  As- 
sembly  were  formally   opened  on  May  3rd 
and  were  continued,  with  four  prorogations, 
until  October  15th.     There  were  no  laws  of 
importance  enacted,  aside  from  the  custom- 
ary budget  laws,  but  there  were  many  im- 
portant discussions  on  various  dominating 
questions,    such  as  emancipation,  militaj 
affairs,  decentralization,  and  reforms  in  p$ 
vincial    and   municipal    government.     7® 
settlement  of  these  questions  is  apparffi 
beyond   the  will    and  grasp  of  tlie  p^ 
government  and   its  supporters  in  traL 
house,    but    the    discussions    which,  nate 
arisen  in  the  Senate  and  in  the  public  press 
demonstrate  an  impendihg  purpose  to  force 
them  to  an  early  consideration.    The  cab- 
inet reports  showed  the  usual  deficits  intiie' 
years  recently  closed,  and  the  budget  for 
the  ensuing  year  promises  no  better  result,   . 
die  visible  deficit  being  no  less  than  13,872,- 
395$ooo  as  voted,   which  will  be  consider- ■ 
ably    increased    by',  the    open    credits'  and 
special  credits  voted  but  not  included  in  the 
tables.     A  special  credit  of    18,000,000$ 
Was  voted  to  continue  certain,  railways  and 
to  complete  the  trans-provincial  line  in  Rio 
Grande  do'  Sul  during   the  next  five  years. 
A  gross  sum    of  1,200,000$  was  also  voted 
to  pay  off  tlie  Duke  of  Saxe  who  has  been 
drawing  75,000$  a  year  from   the  Treasuty 
as   husband   of  the   deceased    Princess    D. 
I.eopoldina.     Aside   from    these'  measures 
the  sessions  were  occupied  with  trivial  bilhe 
and  debates.  f  jf

It  will  appear  therefore  that  -debentures  of  Braz- 
ilian railways  depend  almost  entirely  iipjm  the  good 
faith  of  the  directories;  legally  they  seem  to  be 
nothing  more  than  promissory  notes,  without  the 
security  granted  similar  documents  in  England  and 
the  United  Stales*.  Investors  would  do  well  to-| 
carefully  examine  into  this  question  before  com- 
promising themselves  with  companies,  where  a 
change  of  direction  might  cause  serious  losses  and 
heavy  expenses. 


'  Provincial  Notes 

— The  city  of  Santos  has  been  declared  free  from 
smaTfcpox. 

— The  province  of  Ceara  is  compk  (ling  of  a 
prolonged  drouth. 

—The  town  ofTiete,  Sao  Paulo,  .is  reported  to 
have  liberated  all  its  slaves  on  Christmas. 

— The  S.  Paulo  water  works  company  has  in-, 
creased  .its  water  rates,  to. the  genera!  discontent 
ol  the  public. 

— The  equatorial  and  spectroscope  for  the  "Ponte 
Grande"  observatory  at  Sao  Paulo,  ordered  by 
Gen.  Couto  Magalhaes,  have  arrived. 

—The  city  of  Sorocaba,  SaC-  Paulo,  celebrated 
Christmas  day  by  graining  4&>  letters  of  liberty 
and  thus  freeing  all  its  slaves.  It  was  a  very 
worthy  celebration  of  [lie  day. 

— There  were  14  baptisms  at  Campos  011  Christ- 
mas day,  of  which  6  are  described  as  of  legitimate 
children,  Are  our  Brazilian  friends  satisfied  wilh 
this  proportion? 

.  —The  Sao  Paulo  Diario  Popular  of  the  29th  tilt, 
notes  a  case  of  small-pox  at  the  immigrants'  hos- 
pedaiia  and  says  it  is  due  to  the  shamefully  dirty 
and  unsanitary  condition  of  that  establishment. 

—The  local  press  reports  that  a  meeting  of  gen- 
eral and  provincial  deputies,  and  planters  of  the 
province  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  wilf-  be  held  1111  the 
15th  inst.  to  further  examine  the  labor  question. 
— Dr,  .Campos  Sallee.  and  some  of  his  neighbors 
"at  Jahu,  Sao  Paulo,  have  liberated  all  their  slaves 
unconditionally.  Many  other  planters  have  engag- 
ed to  free  their  slaves  at  the  end  of  the  current 
year.  '  ■  . 

—According  to  the  Provincia  do  Para  the  i,otal 
number  of-  deaths  in  Paid  during  the  month  of 
November  was  206,  of  which'  15  were,  from  beri- 
beri, 9  from  yellow  fever,  4  from  small-pox  and 
16  from  measles. 

.  '—The  Jorndi  do  Commereio  of  the.  251I1  tilt. 
reports  from  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  that  Visconde  de 
figueiredo  had  applied  to  the  provincial  assembly 
\tt  a  guarantee  of  7  per  cent,  currency,  or  6  per 
Kent,  gold,  on  a  capital  of  5,000,000$  'for  the 
tf  establishment  of  a  bank  there.  The  matter  was 
'referred  to  a  special  committee. 
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—The  Diario  of  Campinas  says  that  five  slaves 
lied  from  the  .plantation  of  Br.  A.  K.  de  Toledo 
Lima,  of  Mogy-mirihi,  on  the  261I1  uli,  1  wo  slave- 
hunters  (capittles  do  matto)  were  sent  after  them. 
A  fight  ensued,  in  which  one  of  the  slave-hunters 
was  killed  and  the  other  wounded.  The  fugitives 
then  continued  their  fljght. 

—The  old  Berlioga  fort  at  the  entrance  to  the 
rrver  at  Santos  is  becoming  a  serious  encum- 
brance; The  minister  of  war  docs  not  approve 
of  keeping  a  garrison  of  one  soldier  there,  while 
the  provincial  authorities  want  some  one  put  in 
charge    to    protect    the    property.     The   minister 

inks  a  "pensioner"  might  do. 

—A  Para  provincial  law  dated  November  28th 
last  imposes  an  annual  lax  of  5,000$  on  any  one 
that  deals  in  tickets  of  lotteries  to  be  drawn  in  the 
capital  of  the  empire,  or  in  the  province  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  Quite  correct;  home  industries  must  be 
protected  and  Paracuses  restricted  to  [heir  own 
private  gambling  schemes. 

— A  Campinas,  S.  Paulo,  planter  placed  a  Port- 
uguese mason  in  the  slocks,  as  we  have  already 
noticed.  The  mason  brought  suit  against  the 
planter,  and  the  planter  brought  suit  against  the 
mason  for  damaging  a  chattel,  or  slave.  Both 
have  been  tried  and  both  have  been  acquitted  by 
the  jury  !  Now  the  question  arises  what  was  all 
the  row  about? 

—A  telegram  received  here  on  the  28th  ulto. 
from  Maceifl  says  that  the  president  of  the  prov- 
ince of  Alag6as  had  abolished  Hie  las  of  ;;oo  rs. 
per  sack  heretofore  charged  for  examining  cotton, 
which  it  is  claimed  was  levied  for  the  benefit  of 
three  experts  nominated  by  the  commercial  as- 
sociation of  Maceio,  and  ol  a  fourth  party  who  is 
designated  as  &  fiscal, 

—The  Diario  de  Santos  publishes  the  following 
municipal  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  city  of 
Santos  during  the  decade  1S77— 18S7  :

— We  sec  by  a  Sao  Paula  exchange  lliat  Con- 
selheiro  Hernardu  Avelino  Gaviao  PeixOto  has 
offered  to  free  all  his  slaves,  numbering  S£,  if  the 
imperial  government  will  pay  him  one  ha  f  their 
value  in  $%  bonds  and  give  him  llieir  lahor  for 
three  years.  Liberal,' certainly !  As  many  of 
Gaviao  Peixbto's  neighbors  and  friends  are  freeing 
their  slaves  unconditionally,  ami  without  even 
asking  a  favor  from  the  government,  perhaps  tilts 
Sao  Paulo  Rip  Van  Winkle  had  better  opei  Ids 
eyes  and  make  another  offer.

-Regarding  the  future  crop  ol  iSSS  0  Leopol- 
deitse,  of  lhc  city  ol  Leopuldinn,  Minas,  publishes 
the  following  lines  :  The  burning  sun  of  recent 
days  has  considerably  damaged  the  coffee  trees,  at 
least  a  0,11;  rlcr  pari  ol  (he  promised  crop  being 
completely    losl  ;     and   if    the     weather    does    not 
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small    quantity,     and    the    eon,    crop     completely 
destroyed.— 0  Puis,   Dee.  271I1. 

—The  burning  sun  ol  the  past  days  has  caused 
great  damage  lo  planters,  the  crops  of  maize  and 
rice,  planted  early,  are  already  very  much  dam- 
aged. An  enormous  quantity  of  new  coffee  has 
also  fallen.  This  fact  which  is  always  observed  in 
large  crops,  is  not  lo  be  attributed  to  the  sun,  lor 
the  trees  have  abundant  leaves,  mid  have  well 
resisted  the  rigor  of  the  weather;  it  is  due  in  the 
abundance  of  the  fruit,  the  more  developed  grains 
preventing  the  more  recent  from  growing.  The 
fruit  can  never  correspond  lo  the  blossom,  and  the 
crop  will  be  much  reduced,  as  it  is  estimated  by 
this  latter.— 0  Afttnicifio,  S,  Joao  de  Nepomuceno, 
Minas,  251I1   Dec. 

—A  telegram  received  in  Brussels  says  that  a 
famine  is  apprehended  union;;  the  native  laboring 
population  in  Java  in  consequence  of  the  great 
deficiency  in  the  coftee  crop.  Reports  are  current 
thai  the  Minister  ol  the  Colonies  will  propose  a 
bill  for  the  separation  of  the  Netherlands  and  [ava 
finances.  Public  attention  is  more  and  more 
directed  lo  the  unfavorable  condition  of  the  fava 
coffee  crop,  which  will  only  yield  one-third  of  the 
quantity  of  former  years,  The  loss  sustained  in 
consequence  of  ibis  decreased  crop  will  chiefly 
affect  the  native  population  of  Java,  as  the  govern- 
mental loss  will  be  a  great  extent  refunded  by  the 
enormous  advances  in  the  coffee  prices.  The  gov- 
ernment only  pays  ll.  [4  per  picul  to  the  natives, 
so  that  about  ll.  10,000,000  less  will  be  payable 
this  year.  This  decrease  will  involve  impoverish- 
ment and  a  general  depression  of  trade  ill  Java, 
and  il  is  urged  that  (he  government  should  take 
measures,  either  by  increasing  the  usual  rate  of 
ll.  14  per  picul,  or  by  some  other  means,  to  render 
financial  help  to  the  natives.  In  connection  wilh 
the  prcscnl  unfavorable  condition  of  the  Java 
trade  generally  a  former  Minister  for  the  Colonies, 
Mr.  Van  III, .emeu  Wanders,  has  published  a 
pamphlet,  in  which  he  ascribed  all  the  depression 
to  the  system  of  free  Hade.  He  points  out  that 
in  i.S/i  73  the  average  exports  from  Java.amounled 
to  174  million  kilos  sugar,  of  which  150  million 
kilos  went  to  Holland,  whereas  in  1SS6-S;  against 
364  million  kilos  to  foreign  countries  only  r_me- 
ihird  of  a  million  was  shipped  lo  Holland,  and  lie 
maintains  thai  both  lhc  abolition  of  the  differential 
dulies  and  the  free  disposal  of  llieir  oi'ops  allowed 
to  the  government  sugar  contractors  has  caused 
lhc  ruin  of  llie  Dutch  colonial  sugar  market,  and 
the  sad  financial  catastrophes  which  have  occurred.
